CORPORATION COUNSEL ANSWERS

“ There is no statute, nor any principle cf 
the common law, nor any decision of any 
court holding that the police may not-escort 
a street car or ride thereon for the purpose 
of preserving the peace or preventing the de- 
struction of praperty.”’.

Law Is Plain, Tolmen Declares. . 
In the course of the opinion Maj. Tolman 
says: 
“ The mere reading of quotations from the 
statutes of this state suffices without further 
argument to demonstrate that the mayor not 
only has the power but that it is his duty to 
use all reasonable means for the preserva- 
tion of the peace, and to prevent the destruc- 
tion of property, and for this purpose to make 
any lawful use of the police force in the 
preservation of the peace and the protection 
of property which wiil conduce to the ac- 
complishment of that end. 
“If, for the discharge of the mayor's duty 
to preserve the peace and protect property, he 
deems it necessary to put the police force 
on street cars operating upon the pubiic 
streets, the existence of the necessity affords 
him a power as broad as the need.”’ 


What the Mayor’s Powers Are. 
The opinion cites chapter 24, article 11, of 
the Illinois statutes, from which he quotes: 
“The mayor may exercise, within the city 
limits, the powers conferred upon sheriffs to

employés have only a nine and ten hour work day 
and that day’s work is completed inside of twelve 
consecutive hours. It takes our men working on , 
‘*cammon .trippers’’ from fifteen. to. nineteen 
hours to put in a day’s work of ten hours. Almost 
one-third of the other BO per cent of rune are 
‘day, trippers,”” and to put in day's work of 
ten hours takes from thirteen to sixteen hours.

them immediately and peaceably to disperse, | 
and if they do not obey such officers shall 
command the assistance of all persons pres- 
ent in arresting and securing the persons so 
unlawfully assembled, and every person re- 
fusing to disperse or assist as aforesaid 
shall be deemed one of such unlawful assem- 
bly and shall be fined in not exceeaing $500 
and confined in the county jail not exceed- 
ing one year, and each such officer having 
notice of such unlawful assembly and re- 
fusing or neglecting to do his duty in rela- 
tion, thereto, as aforesaid shall be fined not 
| ng $200. 

City Liable for Mob Damages. 

“ That whenever any building or other real 
or personal property, except property in 
transit, shall be destroyed or injured in con- 
sequence of any mob or riot composed of 
twelve or more persons, thecity . shall 
be liable by or in behalf of the party whose 
property was thus destroyed or injured for 
three-fourths of the damages sustained by 
reason thereof.

With constantly growing forces the line 
swept on unti? Capt. Shippy was in Went- 
worth avenue when encountered. He or- 
dered the crowd to disperse. The men kept 
on, however, until a score of patrolmen and 
detectives closed in upon the procession. 

When the order to arrest them was given 
by Capt. Shippy the members of the proces- 
sion threw down their banners and fied. 
Twelve were caught. 
Late in the afternoon a crowd of @00 strike 
sympathizers surrounded a wagon contain- 
ing provisions for nonunion employés sta- 
tioned at the Archer avenue car barns.

Representatives 
have been expelled for trafficking in of- 
fiees, but it is many years since a charge 
like that brought against Senator Dietrich 
has been made officially.

‘him is an overwhelming argument against 
‘the system of senatoria! patronage, because 
of which in many instances no man save the 
one who is the special candidate of a sena- 
tor can get an office. 


THE FORTUNES OF BILTMORE. 

Some years ago Mr. George, W. Vander- 
dilt bought a large tract of land near Ashe- 
ville, N. C. He built a fine mansion, laid 
out the grounds after the best landscape 
plans, and made the spot so beautiful that 
it was “famous the country round.” He 
christened the estate “ Biltmore,” and Bilt- 
more was’not only the pride of Asheville 
and North Carolina, but visitors from all 
parts of the country admired it and at 
proper times were welcomed within fits hos- 
pitable gate. Its owner was on good terms 
with all the region around Biltmore. It 
was a beautifal rural home but without the 
exclusiveness that characterizes so many of 
the “cottages” of the wealthy. Visitors 
were allowed the freedom of the grounds, 
and, on certain days, of the house itself. 

Petty troubles soon began. Visitors were 
not content to stroll through the grounds. 
They must injure flowers and shrubbery aud 
litter the grounds with refuse. They were 
not content to enter the house and see the 
pictures and furniture and bric-a-brac. 
They must take away souvenirs; in plain 
lauguage, stealing Mr. Vanderhilt’s prop- 
erty. Then the servants began stealing by 
Fetail,and iv Mr. Vanderbilt's absence they 
stole by wholesale because they found no one 
eras watching them and no one cared. Those 
whose business it was to watch and care 
were themselves stealing. Biltmore was 


being looted. Day before yesterday the 


cashier and timekeeper of the estate were 
sndiéted for stealing $11,000 by padded pay 
rolls. There was graft as well as loot at 
Biltmore. 


* Jt is vot strange that Biltmore some time 


ago ceased to have any attraction for Mr. 
Vanderbilt. His property had beeu injured 
by visitors, who took mean advantage of his 
hospitality. His servanfs, caretakers, and 
officials had deceived him, stolen from him, 
and-violated their trast. He promptly de- 
cided to’ get rid of Biltmore. No one can 


‘Dlame bim. He also decided he would go 


abroad and live where his rights were not 
io dxage? of invasion. He leased the 125,000 
acres to a club of 100 members, men of great 
wealth, who will ase the estate exclusively 
for hunting and fishing and will keep the 


public out. This will not be a popular move, 


~~ 


it will beeconomical. Ifthe public were 


allowed to fish and hunt at Biltmore there 
would not be a beast, bird, or fish left there 
in a week. All the same the troubles. of 
Biltmore are not ended. Mr. Vanderbilt 
will get his rents, but its occupation and use 
will stir up ¢lass feeling. The Biltmore club 
is likely to have the same trouble that the 
Adirondack preserve owners are having. 
But no one can blame Mr. Vanderbilt for 
leaving Biltmore in disgust. 


DEMOCRATS AND THE CANAL. 


last Monday night, Senator Gorman, the 
party leader in the upper house, tried to 
unite his colleagues on an anti-administra- 
tion Panama policy aud failed. They would 
not coalesce on his proposition to make a 
merely technical point against the president 
and go before the country with that for an 
issue. Some of them know that merely tech- 
nica]. points are vot impressive with the 
voters. The people usually want the meat 
of a matter and care little for the platter 
on which it is served. They were unable to 
unite on anything. 

Mr. Gorman’'s technical point was this, 
that the Spooner law directed the president 
to negotiate with Colombia for the Panama 
‘canal; failing Colombia's consent,“ within 
a reasonable time” he was to turn to the 
Nicaragua route. Senator Gorman acknow!l- 
edges that the Spooner law purposely made 
the president the judge of the length of a 
“ reasonable time,” but he argues the presi- 
dent cau no longer negotiate with Colombia 
about the canal. 
the Panama canal it must be with the re- 
public of Panama, which was neither con- 
templated nor mentioned in the Spooner 
law, and hence he must turn to Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica, for if he now treats with 
Panama’ he is without his conferred pow- 
‘ers, and on that issue can be accused before 
the people. 

Such is the issue proposed by Senator 
Gorman, which could never win with the 
people, who have no love for technicalities. 
What is the meat of the canal issue? The 
‘intent of the Spooner law, not its verbiage, 
aud its intent is that a cana) shall be built 
‘by the Panama route if possible. It is pos- 
sible, therefore there should be no quibbling 
over words. ee 

Senator Gorman is unable to consolidate 
the minority. Some democratic senators 
are actuated by a patriotism which forbids 
them to block the realization of the long ex- 
‘pected aud oft deferred interoceanic canal 
to make a poor party issue and will vote to 
ratify a canal treatx with Panama. Their 
determination makes the ratification of such 
a treaty a certainty. :

The outcome was that some 
artists who had accepted engagements can- 
celed them and leading people who had 
accepted invitations remained away. Cosi- 
ma and Siegfried sulkéed at home.

AMERICA WILL BUILD THE CANAL. 

That is not an important movement in 
France in favor of France’s building the 
Panama canal instead of the United States. 
A few papers have taken it up suddenlr, 
since the secession of Panama, possibly with 
the idea of exacting from this government 
for the French rights more than the $40,- 
000,000 already stipulated for. : 

France has had the Panama concession 
twenty-five years. The only thing that pre- 
vented her from cutting the isthmus during 
that time was lack of money, of skill, or of 
enterprise. During all those years the 
United Stdtes kept its hands off. Two 
French companies iv succession had ample 
opportunity to build the canal. Finally in 
1899 the second company practically with- 
drew from further operations for lack of 
| funds, and the whole project dropped. Then 
the United States stepped in and offered 
$40,000,000 to the French company for its 
unfinished work on the isthmus, The com- 
pany accepted. The United States’ option 


the French company the stipulated sum. 
The suggestions that France now take hold 
again aud put the canal through, while the 
United States stands back and watches, are 
nothing but vain wishes for more than 
$40,000,000.

protection against burglars and robbers. | 
No doubt criminals have taken advantage in 
some instances of the absence of patrolmen 
from the beats they usually travel. That is 
regrettable, but during the necessary ab- 
sence of the police from their accustomed 
posts householders must do a- little more 
to protect themselves. They must watch 
their houses more carefully. They should 
applaud every energetic effort made to put 
down rioting, for when rioting is over they 
will have their patrolmen back. 

The police must be sent in such numbers 
as are required to the place where there is 
the greatest need of their service. That 
place is where men are openly, boldly, defy- 
ing the law. Such men are a greater 
menace to the community than any number 
of sneak thieves and pickpockets, They are 
striking daringly at the foundations of all 
government. They are unconcealed enemies 
of the law. If necessary the entire police 
force should be concentrated at one point 
to crush a mob. Rioting is a fire which, if 
not put out promptly, may spread no one 
knows where. 

All good citizens are with the mayor and 
the police. The actively and the passively 
bad citizens, who throw bricks at street cars 
and’ policemen, or at a safe distance sympa- 
thize with and egg on those guilty of law- 
less acts, are on the other side. ; 

THE NEW GALOON ORDINANCES. 

The effort to suspend the rules for the con- | 
sideration of the two new saloon ordinances 
out of their order at last Monday's council 
meeting failed for want of the necessary 
two-thirds majority. The erdinances will 
now be taken up in their regular order, and 
if last Monday’s votes on the suspension 
proposition be a criterion, they will be en- 
acted by slim margins. They are wise 
measures. Neither of them marks a de- 
parture from the present city code. They 
merely fill out the imperfect places in the 
present legislation and provide means to 
enforce whatisthereordained. 

An existing ordinance orders midnight 
closing. The new measure provides that 
saloon window shades, blinds, and screens 
shall be raised from midnight until 5 a, m.; 
that during this time a bright light shall be 
kept burning within, so that passérsby may 
see into the saloon during these forbidden 
hours; and that at the stroke of 12 all who 
do not belong on the premises shall make an 
exit into the cheerless street and the doors 
shall be locked...

character which have been perpetrated of 
late in England by members of the rival fac- 
tions of the Armenian nationalist move- 
ment. For M. Claude, who was chef de la 
surete at Paris during the reign of the fast 
emperor of the French, records in his me- 
moirs the killing in London of several Maz- 
zinist conspirators by the members of Napo- 
leon’s Corsican bodyguard. of rae police, 
and the chief of the latter, ron Gras- 
cielli, who has likewise committed his me- 
moirs to print, far from denying the asser- 


tion of the former chef de Ja surete, on the | ~ 


contrary confirms the story, enumerates the 
Mazzinist conspirators th 
way by his agents, describes how, when, and 
where it was done, and appears to glory in 
the killing, holding that it was justified by 
fhe fact that the victims were outlaws 
sworn to assassinate Napoleon IIL, and that 
their “removal” was merely an act of self- 
defense of the sovereign. 

According to Grascielli most of the Maz- 
zinists were murdered along the banks of 
the Thames or on bridges crossing the river, 
a knife being usually employed for the pur- 
pose, and that neither the chef de la surete 
nor Grascielli were romancing can be proved 
by reference to the London daily newspapers 
of the last decade of Napoleon's reign, which 
frequently recorded the discovery of the 
corpses of foreign looking men, bearing 
mortal stab wounds, floating in the Thames.

Had, for instance, an agent of the Italian 
police sfiot Bresci after the latter had re- 
ceived his commission to assassinate King 
Humbert and before the anarchist set sail 
from here for Italy to perpetrate his crime 
the police agent in question would have been 
regarded as thoroughly justified by the ma- 
jority of his colleagues In the various coun- 
tries of Europe, although, technically speak- 
ing, it would have been a crime for which 
he would, if caught red handed here, have 
been punished !n due course by the American 
tribunals. 


If I mention this it is for the purpose of |

Miss Bullard explained the difference be- 
tween the New York, Boston, and Chicago 


no cook book published illustrating the 
western method of cutting beef. Miss Bul- 
lard advised in ‘buying beef choosing that 
with cream white fat, as that with yellow 
fat indicates age or that the animal has 
been poorly fed. Meat surrounded by fat 
is economical, as it does not shrink so much 
in cooking. Meat when tender should spring 
back at the touch, but Miss Bullard did not 
advise the ladies to use this test in the shops, 
&s some one must use the meat thus han- 


ed. 

Many charming interpolations were made 
in the way that different meats should be 
prepared, while she explained the best cuts 
and the amount of nutriment contained 
therein. She made the point that young 
meats should be cooked at a high tempera- 
ture, while old meats need a lower one. In 
roasting meats she gave two methods: 

1. To place the roast on a rack in the 
roasting pan and roast at a high tempera- 
“aly in the oven, using no water for bast- 

g. 

2. The second method differed only that 
@ little water was used after the roast had

This brought to light the fact that there is: 


been in the oven half an hour. She advised 
the use of salt, pepper, and flour during the 
roasting process, as salt brings the juices 
to the surface and the flour retains them. 
She illustrated by means of a chuck roast 
the manner in which a cheaper cut of meat, 
with less roasting, would give a greater 
amount of nutriment than the more expen- 
sive ‘porterhouse steak, but that it n 
gravies and sauces for all it lacked in flavor. 
The reason that a large porterhouse steak 
was the most expensive cut was that 1% 
pounds were wasted in cutting it. The flat 
bone sirloin is the best of its class, but there 
are only two of these in each animal. Short 
steaks she recommended as an economy in 
small families. Club steaks are good, but 
there are only two of these in each animal. 
The butcher often obligingly supplies the 
demand by giving cuts off the end of the rib 
roast. 


Meat should not be eaten too soon after 
being killed, as the longer it hangs it pro- 
duces a micro-organism called-lact-albumen 
that softens the fiber of the meat and ren- 
ders it more palatable. In tough meats the 
fiber-can be broken and the meat made ten- 
der by the use of lemon or vinegar, while 
olive oil may be added to retain the juices. 
Veal should be eight or ten weeks old be- 
fore it is killed and not too white, as that 
indicates that it is too young or that it has 
been bled. 

Miss Bullard finished her lecture with a 
discussion of the saddle of mutton, decorat- 
‘ed with cranberries and. parsley, and the 
crown roast of lamb. The lecture next 
Tuesday promises much, as the subject 
should interest dirty Chicago. It will be 
the “ of Cleaning.”

Are certain to meet during the cooler 
months of the year if they did not meet 
before, and auspicious the meeting when the 
cook can manage the orange with novel and 
delicious dishes. 
ORANGE sALAD—Six oranges, fourth pound 
muscatel raisins, two. ounces sugar, four 


tablespoons brandy... 


Reel five oranges, slice without breaking 
‘the pulp, arrange on a glass dish, stone the 
raisins if not already’ seeded, mix with the 
sugar and brandy, and mingle them with the 
oranges, squeeze the juice of the sixth orange 
over the whole and serve. A. little spice may 
be added to the ingredients if liked, but only 
in miserly amounts. . 

ORANGE PUDDING—Six ounces stale sponge 
cake, six oranges, one pint milk, six eggs, 
half pound sugar. ‘Crumb the cake, pour 
over the milk, which should be boiling, rub 
the rinds of two of the oranges In the sugar, 
add this, with. the juice of the remainder, to 
the other ingredients, beat up the eggs, stir 
them in, sweeten to taste, and put the mix- 
ture in a baking dish previously lined with 
puff paste. Bake for rather more than half 
an hour, turn out of the dish, strew over with 
sugar, and serve. 

ORANGE BEAUTY—Six large oranges, half 
pound sugar, fourth pint water, half pint 
cream,two tablespoons liqueur. Put the sugar 
and water in a saucepan and boil until the 
sugar becomes brittle, which may be ascer- 
tained by taking up a smal! quantity in a 
spoon and dipping it in cold water; if the 
sugar is sufficiently boiled it will easily 
snap. Peel the oranges, remove as much of 
the white pith as possible; and divide into 
nice sized slices, without breaking the thin 
white skin which surrounds the juicy pulp. 
Place the orange slices on small skewers 
(toothpicks will doy, dip into the hot sugar, 
and arrange in layers round a plain mold, 
which should be well oiled with the purest 
olive oll. Line the sides of the mold with 
the oranges and leave the center*open for 
the cream. Let the sugar become firm by 
cooling, turn the oranges earefully out on a 
dish, and fill the center with whipped cream, 
flavored with any kind of liqueur and sweet- 
ened with granulated sugar.. This is ex- 
tremely ornamental for the supper-table. 


The Market Basket and the Apple— 
Are usually the best friends and never bet- 
ter friends than now. in November. 

English Apple Pudding—Five 
sized apples, two tablespoons finely chopped 
suet. three eggs, three tablespoons flour, 
one pint milk, a little grated nutmeg. 

Mix the flour to a smooth batter with the 
milk. add the eggs, which should be well 
whisked. and put this batter into a well but- 
tered baking dish. ‘Wipe the apples clean 
but do not pare them. halve and core them, 
lay in the batter, rind uppermost, shake the 
suet on tor over it grate a little nutmeg, 
bake in a moderate oven for half an hour, 
cover, when served, with powdered sugar. 
The pudding may also be made with apples 
pared, sliced, and mixed with the batter. 

Apple Snowballs—Two teacups rice. ap- 
ples, moist sugar, cloves. Boll the rice in 
milk until three parts done, strain it off, pare 
and core the apples without dividing them; 
put a small quantity of sugar and a clove 
into each apple, put the rice around them, 
and tie each ball separately ina cloth. Boil 
until apples are tender, which will be from 
half to an hour, then remove the cloth and 
“German Apple Cake—Twelve apples, sugar 
to taste, rind of small lemon, three eggs, 
“fourth pint cream. fourth pound butter, 
three ounces sweet almonds, short crust. - 

Pare, core. and cut the apples into small 
pieces; put sufficient moist sugar to sweeten 
them into a bowl, add'the lemon peel, which 
should. be finely minced; and the cream; 
stir all well, whisk the eggs. melt the butter. 
mix. all together, add the sliced apple and 
stir In well. Line a large round plate with 
the pastry. place 4& narrow brim of same 
round outer edge, and lay apples thickly in 
the middle; blanch the almonds, cut in long 
shreds, strew over the top of the apples, 
bake from half to three-fourths hour, tak- 
ing care that the almonds do not burn; when 
done, strew over powdered sugar and serve.

Fifteen to twenty minutes is long enough to 
spend in a refreshment room; the remainder 
of the hour should be devoted to walking exer- 
cise and the recuperative processes which 
that exercise entalis. 

Take a little digestible luncheon and much 
fresh air.

Andi yet many a mother 
will carefully close all the night nursery 
windows “for fear of colds,’’ and leave two 
or three children to sleep in a stifling at- 
mosphere, and see no connection between 
subsequent colds and throat troubles and the 
vitiated atmosphere she compels them to 
breathe every night.
